A  confidential  soui'ce  advised  on  September  5, 
1967,  the  Deacons  of  Defense  and  Justice  (DDJ)  is  a  Negro 
organization  formed  at  Jonesboro,  Louisiana,  in  late  1964. 
In  March  of  1965  the  organization  was  incorporated  in  the 
State  of  Xiouisiana  as  an  organization  active  in  Louisiana. 
No  papers  are  knov/n  to  have  been  filed  with  any  other  state 
although  various  chapters  have  been  formed  in  localities 
outside  of  Louisiana.    The  original  purpose  of  the  organization 
was  to  provide  protection  for  Negro  marchers  active  in  civil 
rights  demonstrations  and  activities,  particularly  in  Jonesboro^ 
Louisiana.    Other  chapters  were  later  formed,  the  most  active 
of  which  lias  been  at  Bogalusa,  Louisiana. 

EARNEST  THOMAS  severed  his  connection  with  the 
Jones boro  Chapter  and  has  since  traveled  extensively  thx-oughout 
the  United  States  representing  himself  as  the  Northern  Regional 
Vice  President  of  the  DDJ.    He  has  set  u^  chapters  in  Chicago 
and  other  major  cities,  all  of  which  are  independent  chapters 
not  chartered  by  the  official  DDJ  headquarters  in  Jones boro. 
THOMAS  is  considered  militant  in  his  thiiiking  and  expresses 
great  hatred  for  the  white  race.
